OUR HALF ACRE

Annual Weed Control 


Experiments Jhave proven that 
heavy seeding plus fertilizer 
hae been very effective in con- 
‘-olling annual weeds. Heavy 
sceding increases the quantity 
of cereal roots in the ground at 
the time when competition be- 
tween the crop and weeds is 
most critical. It also promotes 
quicker shading between the 
drill rows and greater uniform- 
ity of stand, 

Fertilizer pushes the young 
cereal jeedlings along quickly 
in the spring when the soil is 
cold and damp, thus getting the 
grain citop ahead of the weeds. 
Fertilizetr also gives a more uni- 
form stand and an earlier mat-
